R ed Cross Plans 
Xmas Presents to 
Soldiers from City 


(By International Nows.) 
Ixmdon, 
Nov. 
15. — Today, 
the 
fourth day of the great Piave battle 
in northern Italy, found the Italian 
lines holding firmly along the river, 
said a dispatch from »Rome. 
Be’ween the Piave and Brenta val 
leys, the Germans and Austro Hungar­ 
ians were making their biggest effort 
to turn the northern tip of the Ven­ 
etian plains and that on the Trentino 
frontier. 
That the Germans have se n ’ rein­ 
forcements into Italy to meet tim new 
forces sent to 'h e aid of the Italians 
by the British and French is indicated 
by the Italian 
war office. 
Near the 
junction of ‘.lie Bisiuon and Brenta 
rivers, large forces 
of 
German sol­ 
diers were seen hurrying toward the 
front, their presence being reported 
by aviators. When they aprpoached 
italiana positions on the eastern edge 
of the Asiago plateau they were taken ‘ 
under the fire of artillery and suffer- 1 
ed severely.

The convention now In session is 
the first meeting of organized labor

States in to the war, and It is pro­ 
ceeding with unparalleled caution in 
all its actions. Every measure propos­ 
ed is being subjected to 
he closest 
scrutiny by the various committees, 
which are working day and night to 
prevent insidious propaganda creep­
